These  orders  are  placed  so  early 
because  purchasers  realize  that  there  is  a scarcity  of  many 
of  the  most  desirable  varieties  of  Peonies,  and  they  wish  to 
have  their  orders  entered  with  some  reliable  grower  before 
his  stock  is  sold  out. 

I am  sending  out  this  Preliminary  Price  List  for  the  use  of 
the  very  early  buyer.  In  June  I will  send  out  my  complete 
list,  which  will  comprise  more  of  the  very  new  varieties  than 
are  listed  here. 

I will  continue  to  furnish,  at  prices  quoted,  Bonnewitz 
Strong  One  Eye  Divisions,  each  of  which  will  have  an  extra 
eye,  for  insurance  and  good  measure.  Careful  growers  can 
cut  off  the  extra  eye  with  a portion  of  the  root,  thus  mak- 
ing two  divisions,  and  my  experience  proves  to  me  that  each 
of  these  divisions,  with  proper  planting  and  care,  will,  in 
three  or  four  years,  grow  into  as  large  and  strong  a plant 
as  can  be  grown  in  the  same  time  from  a division  with  five 
or  more  eyes.  It  is  not  the  size  of  the  root  or  number  of 
eyes  which  makes  the  growth.  It  is  the  vitality  of  the  plant .
